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Says Zionist Reform Rabbis 
Break From Traditional Reform; 
Must Justify Stand to Laymen

UCH HAS BEEN written about the 90 rabbis who have 
participated in the movement known as the Council of 
American Judaism. There is really no need to describe them— 
the term “90 Rabbis” today conveys a message to the readers. 

In reply to the statement of the “90”, 757 rabbis have 
signed and issued a statement! Again, the number “757” has 
been publicized, so that, though few may read the statement 
or note its content, many more are aware that “757” signed i! 

As yet no numerologist, or exponent of “Gamatria” has 
attempted to explain the mystic and cryptic significance of the 
numbers, though the repeated emphasis suggests that some 
such meaning must be there. The simplest explanation is that 
when a larger number disagrees with a smaller number, the 
larger number must be right! 

According to the technique of Roberts Rules of Order, the 
issue is settled by a vote of 757 to 90—an overwhelming major- 
ity in favor of the political program of Jewish Nationalism. 

But Judaism did not survive by majority rule. Actually 
this poll_need not have been conducted. With an Orthodox 
rabbinate numbering in the thousands, a rabbinate that has 
always been religiously committed to Zionism. The number 
“157” does an injustice to the movement it symbolizes. At any 
time in the past 40 years, the Reform rabbis could have been 
out-voted on the subject of Zionism by the Orthodox rabbinate. 
That 214 members of the C.C.A.R. are represented in the 757, 


indicates more about the nature of the C.C.A.R. than it does . 


about Reform Judaism! It indicates that the Conference is no 
longer the voice of American Reform Judaism! 


Reform Rejects Nationalism 

The Reform movement is an historic entity. One can trace 
its beginnings and its development. It had from the outset a 
body of principles and a philosophy of Jewish existence. One of 


-its principles and a strong vein in-its~philosophy;“was~the-re- 


shaping of the traditional Messianic hope. Perhaps this was its 
most radical departure from tradition, and its very radicalism 
made this a basic foundation of the structure of beliefs and 
practices which it developed. At its beginning, Reform rejected 
Jewish nationalism. This no one will deny. That it reaffirmed 
this departure from tradition, e.g., at the Pittsburgh confer- 
ence, and in early years of this century, again and again, no one 
will deny, for it is written into the proceedings of its most rep- 
resentative bodies—the Union and the Conference. In other 
words, that American Reform Judaism was recognized as 
differing from the religion of Jewish nationalism is an historic 
fact. Today, in the whirlpool of controversy, one can discern 
several distinct eddies. One of these swirls about the question 
of “what is Reform Judaism?” Another boils about the ques- 
tion: “What is best for Judaism—how can it best be presented 
in a hostile world?" 


Name Belongs To Anti-Nationalists 

What is Reform Judaism? That it is incompatible with 
Jewish nationalism is a fact based on its history, and its very 
definition. It is the privilege of some to wish to change this 
definition—it is the privilege of others to retain it. Certainly, 
those who hold to its historic meaning, have the right of 
priority to the name! If others wish to take some of its tenets, 
and to add new ones, they may do so. In fact, Reform did just 
that with orthodoxy, but it did not pretend to be orthodoxy. 
So our Neo-Reformers may reform the Reform movement— 
but in all justice, let them label it so that the public will know 
it for what it is. The term Zionist Reform rabbis is a mis- 
nomer—at once confusing to the laity, and unfair to the Re- 
form rabbis who follow the classic pattern of reform. 

There is a movement in this country which has adopted 
some.measures of change from Orthodox practice, and which 
is, from the standpoint of theology, dependent on Jewish 
nationalism. I refer of course to the movement known as 
Conservative Judaism. Perhaps labels are unimportant, but 
they do identify. I wonder in what respect the Zionist Reform 
rabbis differ from the Conservative Zionist rabbis? 

Some rabbis believe that Reform has not changed its basic 
philosophy. These are.the “90”. The majority of the laymen 
in the Reform movement retain the conception of a religion 
that lives, not in the soil of any land, nor in the political forms 
of natin-hood, but only in the hearts of those who cherish it, 
wherever they may be. It is to these laymen that many rabbis 
must justify themselves, for their departure, without warning, 
from Reform Judaism to Zionist Judaism.

They consider them- 
selves direct deseendants of the 
tribes of Ephraim, Manasseh and 
Levi, and’as such entitled to the 
highest posts in the Jewish clergy. 

Matzliach will be buried on 
Mount Gerizim which is consid- 
ered by the Samaritans to be the 
holiest place in Palestine. The

ASSEMBLY FORMED 


B’nai B’rith Called 
Conference; Lays 
Plans for New Body

PITTSBURGH—Leaders of na- 
tional Jewish organizations meet- 
ing here at a conference sponsored 
by the B’nai B’rith for the pur- 
pose of achieving unity among 
American Jews on the question of 
the post-war status of Jews 
throughout the world and in Pal- 
estine, voted to convene an 
“American Jewish Assembly” 
within the next five months to 
“establish a common program of 
action in connection with post- 
war problems.” 


An executive committee of 38 
was created by the conference to 
arrange for the ralling of the 
projerted Assembly. Thirty-two 
members of this committee, one 
from each of the organizations 
represented here, were elected 
and six places were reserved for 
those groups who did not send 
delegates. Chief among the lat- 
ter are the American Jewish 
Committee and the Jewish Labor 
Committee. It was decided that 
the Assembly will have 500 dele- 
gates, 125 of whom shall be 
chosen by the cooperaitng organ- 
izations while the remaining 375 
will be elected by the Jewish 
communities, at local and regional 
conferences called for that: pur- 
pose. 

The delegates adopted a pro- 
posed program for the forthcom- 
ing Assembly. It forsees the tasks 
of the new body as: “A) To con- 
sider and recommend action on 
problems relating to the rights 
and status of Jews in the post-war 
world. B) To consider and ree- 
ommend action on all matters 
looking to the implementation of 
the rights of the Jewish people 
with respeht to Palestine. C) To 
elest a delegation to arry out the 
program of the American Jewish 
Assembly in cooperation with ace 
credited representatives of Jews 
throughout the world.” 


Before adjourning, the meeting 
unanimously adopted a resolution 
introduced by Rabbi James G. 
Heller of Cincinnati protesting the 
extermination of European Jewry 
by the Nazis and expressing the 
hope that the United Nations will 
aid refugees to find asylum and 
will send food to the starving 
Jewish and non-Jewish communi- 
ties of Europe, wherever possible, 

Henry Monsky, president of the 
B’nai B'rith, addressing the 
opening session of the conference, 
reviewed previous attempts to 
unify American Jewish action, no- 
tably in 1915. Mr. Monsky stressed 
that in seeking to unify the Jew- 
ish community, itis. important 
that there should not be any at- 
tempt to regiment. “It must be 
conceded,” he added, “that loyalty — 
to particular interpretations is — 
important, but just as important — 
is it not to forget the whole for 
the part. We have never had 
common intellectual outlook. But 
in this crisis we must discipline 
ourselves to produce a common

3 Archbishops Make Plea 
for Rescue of Fleeing Jews

LONDON — The three leading 
spokesmen of the Anglican 
Church—the Archbishops of Can- 
terbury, York and Wales — this 
week appealed to the British 
Government to take immediate 
action to find sanctuary for all 
Jewish refugees fleeing Hitler, 
either in “the British Empire or 
elsewhere.” 

The manifesto of the three 
Archbishops, who spoke for the 
entire Church, highlighted the 
uneasiness in religious and hu- 
manitarian circles here at what 
is felt to be a reluctance on the 
part of the Government to take 
definite steps to save the Jews in 
Nazi-held European territory.

NEW YORK—Jewish theological students, in 
actions taken by the student bodies of the five leading 
religious institutions in the country, have gone on ° 
record firmly as opposing the recent manifestations of 
anti-Zionism in Jewish ranks and as condemning the 
attempt on the part of a minority group of rabbis to 
find a basis for their anti-Zionist claims in Jewish 
tradition. 

Unanimous approval was given by the students 
of the Jewish Theological Seminary of. America, the 
Rabbi Isaac Elchanon Theological Seminary, The 
Jewish Institute of Religion, all of New York, and 
the Hebrew Theological College of Chicago to a state- 
ment urging the realization of a three-point program 
including recognition of the Jewish people as a mem- 
ber of the United Nations, the formation of a Jewish

army and the reestablishment of Palestine as a 
Jewish state. 
H. U. C. Students Adopt 
Separate Resolution 

A resolution adopted by the students of the 
Hebrew Union College of Cincinnati, by an over- 
whelming vote of 42 to 9, endorsed the “firm stand” 
taken by 818 rabbis of all wings of Jewry in 
America in their reply to the anti-Zionist 
statement previously issued by 90 members of the 
Reform Rabbinate. “At a time when the very life 
of our people hangs in the balance,” the resolution 
adopted by the Hebrew Union College student body 
says, “the dicisive action of a minority of elder rabbis 
can only be deplored.” 

The separate statement which was unanimously 





endorsed by the student bodies of the four other 
Theological Schools declares that “as future rabbis in 
Israel, it is particularly painful to us that certain 
Jewish religious leaders have attempted to find-a 
basis for their anti-Zionist claims in Jewish tradition. 
We avow that such a stand is entirely out of harmony 
with Jewish teachings and that it is detrimental to 
the vital interests of the Jewish people.” 
Zionism Called Noble 
Ethical Idealism 

The statement attests that the studénts are . 
“united in the conviction that Zionism is a noble ex- 
pression of ethical idealism and that it inevitably 
derives from the precepts of the Torah and the spirit 
of the prophets and the entire course of Jewish 
history.”

Judaism divided into sectarian groups. Yet these have always 

‘ existed—Pharasaic and Sadducean; Rabbinic and Karaitic; 
mystic and nationalistic; Orthodoxy and Reform. At times 
the differences have been trivial, at times primary. Some have 
justified themselves, others have disappeared. 

Reform—the Judaism of the diaspora, and the Judaism of 
prophetic universalism has justified itself. In the heat of contro- 
versy, and in the passion for immediate benefits, nationalism 
is at present ascendant. In the ultimate plan of a better world, 
Judaism will live everywhere, in the hearts of its loyal and 
devoted followers. 

The other question: “How can Judaism best preserve it- 
self?” is easily answered; not by the creation of another smail 
state! Judaism did not die with the death of the ancient Jew- 
ish Commonwealth; the future is not tied to the fate of another 
purpésed commonwealth. Jews as human beings, as victims of 
catastrophe, may need a place of resettlement, and Palestine 
may prove to be the answer. But Judaism itself is not up- 
rooted nor is it homeless; Judaism does not call now to be 
rehabilitated by the mechanism of nation-hood. 

Therefore, though we are ready to facilitate immigration 
to Palestine, we do not hope thereby to preserve Judaism. 

To predicate the perpetuation of the Jewish religion ‘on the 

. existence of a Jewish state, is false to the natute of Judaism 
itself, as proved by its historic life beyond the borders of Pales- 
tine. It is a perversion of the nature of Judaism, to make it 
dependent on the skeletal framework of political organization 
for its existence. 

Can Judaism live only in Palestine? The pessimism of 
Zionist arguments asserts this. The world-optimism of Ameri- 
can Jewry denies it. The vitality of American Jewry denies it. 
The hopes of American Jewry deplore it. Judaism has lived, 
and can live, without Palestine. For most Jews, it must live, 
without Palestine. The present agitation in the name of Jew- 
nationalism contributes only confusion and despair to the 
thinking of Jewish religionists who believe that Judaism: has 
a future, not alone in Palestine, but throughou he world, where- 
ever the followers of the Jewish faith come together to recite 


the Shema.

This 
meant the ousting of the Sunday 
school, so the school was moved 
up to Saturday. Well Rabbi 
Greenwald reports the experi- 
ment working out better than an- 
ticipated, for not only is attend- 
ance excellent on Saturday, and 
the atmosphere of the Sabbath a 
big help, but in addition the 
youngsters swell the number of 
worshippers at the Saturday mor- 
ning service. This might be an 
idea for other congregations 
whose Sunday schools are not 
disturbed by soldiers.

An interesting anecdote: Re- 
turning from our honeymoon, 
back in 1938, my wife and I ar- 
rived in Indianapolis just in time 
for a Joint Distribution Commit- 
tee meeting at the Columbia Club 
at which Wm. Rosenwald, head 
of the National Refugee Service, 
was one of the speakers. Mrs. 
Rosenwald accompanied him to 
Indianapolis, and as it happened 
Helen found herself seated either 
next to or right behind her. Any- 


‘way, Mrs. Rosenwald sported a 


large rectangular diamond ring, 
the stone of which would make a 
very substantial foundation for a 
house. I didn’t see Mrs. Rosen- 
wald then. In Cleveland last 
week-end I found myself seated 
at a table for one of the breakfast 
sessions with Mr. Rosenwald 


scheduled for a talk. I caught a 


sparkle on the far side of the 
table. Boy, what a ring! I looked 
at it more than one time, before 
with the meeting about half way 
over, my reporter’s mind began 
to click and I whispered to my 
neighbor, “Is that Mrs. Rosen- 
wald?” I hope you don’t get the 
wrong idea from the ring, for both 
Mr. and Mrs. Rosenwald are very 
modest people, and although Mr. 
Rosenwald once refused to join 
the Zionist Organization of Amer- 
ica when I approached him while 
in Indianapolis, the example they 
have set for other wealthy Jew- 
ish couples could. be followed 
much more widely than it is. 








Indiana’s Record For Giving 


RIVES FOR FUNDS begin in the next week 
or so or have just been completed in four 
Indiana cities, and once again the Indiana Jew- 
ish community will contribute the sums that go 
to make up the tradition in the American Jew- 
ish community that Indiana is one of the most 
generous states in the nation from the stand- 
point of meeting its financial obligations. 
Muncie, with all returns not yet in, syrpassed 
its $10,000 goal, reaching almost $12,000, while 
in Marion, Rabbi Israel Chodos of Indianapolis 
will open that city’s drive this Sunday night. 


Another community, Lafayette, with one ofthe 
finest records of any city its size in the United 
States, opens its drive Sunday, Feb. 14. The 
Terre Haute community elected officers Wed- 
nesday night preparatory to beginning its drive 
soon. : 

What Indianapolis will do this year is not 
definitely determined, as the Jewish Welfare 
Fund will probably go into the War Chest, but 
Indianapolis’ $172,000 last year set a mark which 
is still the subject of conversation nationally 
whenever fund campaigning is discussed. 


Where New Assembly Problem Will Be 


HE PROJECTED African Jewish Assembly 
has all the earmarks of being the real 
thing, despite the failure of the American Jew- 
ish Committee to participate, but Henry Mon- 
sky’s subtle differentiation- between pressure 
and discipline indicates exactly where the real 
crux of the problem of unity lies. 

Mr. Monsky rightly declares that “it is im- 
portant not to forget the whole for the part”, 
and just as rightly calls for discipline among 
American Jewish organizations, but does not 
show how discipline will be possible without 
some sort of pressure when a minority organ- 
ization refuses to accept the majority decision. 

There is no other alternative, and even 
though he won’t admit it, that may be exactly 
what Mr. Monsky has in mind. Force is another 
word for pressure. 

Today the two leading organizations in the 


field of postwar planning are the American Jew- 
ish Committee and the American Jewish Con- 


gress. Since at the Pittsburgh conference the 
American Jewish Committee, whose outlook on 
many questions is diametrically opposed to that 
of the Congress, was absent, there will be no 
unity at all unless the Committee decides to 
come into the organization. 


Perhaps what Mr. Monsky has in mind is 
that the Committee, seeing the show of strength 
of the other organizations, will accept discre- 
tion as the better part of valor and enter into 
the new combination. This is exactly what 
could happen, but if it does, don’t let anyone tell 
you that the Committee was not forced in. If 
the concept of democracy is ethical, then democ- 
racy’s concept of the force of the majority will 
is not wrong either. 


What Pronouncement Accomplished 


© THOSE who looked with skepticism on the 
good to be achieved from the denunciation 
by the Allied Nations a few months ago of the 
diabolical plan of the Nazis to exterminate the 
Jews of Europe, a perusal of the news reports of 
this week should be convincing. Moral indig- 
nation is a force that cannot be sloughed off 
and has the same attribuate of perseverance as 
physical energy.

Nazis.” 

“Spanish Government Releasing Jew- 
ish Internees of Non-Military Age Held 
Since 1942.” 

“Liberal Party Sends Churchill Pro- 
gram on Rescue of Jews.” 

“Polish Government Plans New Mem- 


orandum to Allied Nations on Atrocities 

Against Jews.” 

“Polish Statesmen Stress Future Po- 
land Must Be Free of Anti-Semitism.” 

“Swedish Committee (non - Jewish) 
Aids Jews Escaping from Norway.” 

“Allied Nations Discussing Means of 
Aiding Jews Escaping from Nazi Terri- 
tory: Vatican to Act.” 

All of these actions (this is culled from only 
one week’s news) may not be directly traceable 
to the consternation aroused by the first an- 
nouncement, but even the poorest observer of 
trends in the Jewish world, will be forced to 
concede that more has been accomplished to- 
ward alleviating the plight of those unfortunate 
Jews in the Nazi grasp since that time than was 
done from months and years prior to then.

Can't Express Adequate Sympathy, PM 
Editor Tells Rabbi Stephen Wise in Open Letter 
in Free Synagogue Bulletin—You have written, 
in behalf of the leading Jewish Organizations of 
the U.S.A. to suggest that I might wish to ex- 
press my sympathy with the Jewish people in 
denunciation of the crimes against them and 
against humanity on this day that Jews through- 
out the world are observing as a special day of 
mourning, prayer and fasting for the Jewish 
victims of Fascist brutality. 

How can I? 

You, in your experience, know how inade- 
quate are words of sympathy to a mother who 
has lost a child—one child. How then, can I 
write words that touch on the feelings of ten 
thousand mothers and more who have seen their 
children slain? 

I have never watched a frantic mother racing 
along the street before a mad man, beseeching 
any stranger she can find to take her baby. 
How then, can I write the anguish of ten thou- 
sand mothers herded along toward death by the 
Gestapo, offering their children to those who 
watch? 

I have never seen a father throw his child 
to the stones below his windows to ‘save him 
from the butchers at the door. How then, can 
I write the sorrow of ten thousand fathers and 
more tossing their children to death to save 
them from the torturers. 


I have never seen another man stripped, and 
beaten, and tortured, and killed. How then, 
can I say words that will feel the stripping, the 
beating, the torture, the killing of ten times ten 
thousand men? 

I have never lived, starving in a ghetto, 
where the next rap on the door might be the 
end. How then, can I say what should be said 
of the miserable ghettos where whole cities of 
Jews waited for the end, and where some of 
them still wait. 


I don’t live with death, for I don’t know 
when it will come. How then, can I speak the 
right words of the five million Jews still alive 
on the continent of Europe who live from day 
to day, from hour to hour, knowing that the 
next day, the next hour, may be the one? 

No, I am not up to speaking sympathy, if for 
no other reason than that the human mind can- 
not encompass so monstrous a crime a8 that 
your people have suffered under Fascism. How 
can one man, who couldn’t count out a million 
grains of sand in his whole lifetime, give voice 
to his feelings over the murder of twice a mil- 
lion human lives? ‘ 

But I can speak of courage. For I know the 
Jewish people. 

Sa I can give you back that message of your 


own people as my message.—JOHN P. LEWIS, 
Editor, PM. 


Freedom of the Press 


GARY LEADER CRITICIZES 
JEWS WHO OBSTRUCT 
ZIONISM AND UNITY. 

To the editor, 


When the problems of the day 
become so great as to leave me 
confused I close my eyes and 
listen again to the voice of my 
father as he spoke to me when I 
was but a boy. And I hear him 
say, “My son, when you have 
reached the stage when you be- 
lieve yourself infallible, when 
you simply can’t listen to anyone 
else, get close to a mirror and 
look at yourself. There you will 
find a fool .. . and that fool will 
help you.” 


Never did I appreciate the wis- 
dom of those werds as I do to- 
day. And because I am a Jew 
and the son of my father, because 
my heart bleeds at the sight of 
mortals making greater fools of 
themselves with every passing 
day, because I can no longer tol- 
erate the misery of my people, 
such misery caused in part by 
their own folloy I MUST cry opt 
and urge them to “GET A MIR- 
ROR.” 

Let me reiate a bit of history, 
if I remember my history cor- 
rectly, as a necessary adjunct to 
this article, if I may. 

It will be remembered that the 
various Jewish tribes were ex- 
horted time and again, back in 
587, by prophets such as Elijah, 
Jeremiah, Elisha and others to 
mend their ways, to forget their 
attitudes which reflected their 
fetichism of surrounding nations, 
but those exhortions went for 
naught. As a result, with the 
Jews divided, Jerusalem was raz- 
ed to the ground in 586, the tem- 
ple destroyed and the people 
taken in captivity. 

This captivity lasted 70 years. 
But the Jew did not learn his 
lesson. Instead of combining into 
a unity of belief and thought and 
action, they fought each other. 
Wars and more wars were fought 
until the great alliance of the 
Jews with Rome. Our people 
were divided by parties, such as 
the Pharisees, Sadducees and 
Essenes. Again came disunity 

. . of a kind that King Titus 
welcomed, for when this Roman 
King finally attacked Jerusalem, 
he bided*his time outside the 
gates of Jerusalem, wisely say- 
ing, “Let) them weaken them- 
selves with their internal quar- 
rels. I shall attack and press the 
siege when they are weaken 
within themselves.” Sure enough, 
the parties within the Jewish 
ranks tore at each other, became 
weak and, though the siege was 
long and furious, the city was 
burned in 70 A.D., the temple 
destroyed and the Jews carried 
away as captives. 

Now let us observe how his- 
tory repeats itself. 

The German Jew of 1930 was 
the greatest of the great. He was 
more German than Jew and the 
lot of his Russian Jew, Polish 


Jew, Galician Jew or any other — 


Jew concerned him not a whit. 
And why should it? He was a 
German and nothing could hap- 
pen to him. He had Wealth .. . 
and position . . . and honor. Re- 
fusing to listen to those who 


knew what the wild winds were | 


saying, many prominent Jews, 
the assimilationists and reform-

R. EMANUEL GAMORAN, the renowned 

Jewish educator (he is educational director 
of the Union of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions) comes to the aid of Ellen’s religious edu- 
cation. As everyone should know by now, she 
is the one who is my granddaughter and whom 
in the recent season I introduced to Santa Claus, 
as was reported here. I thought it was all right 
for Ellen to know, respect and even venerate the 
lovelier institutions of other people’s religions, 
such as Santa Claus. The religious prejudices 
and hates that break up the brotherhood flow 
from ignorance and Ellen’s mind shall not be 
kept dark by prejudicial ignorance if I can help 
it. 

Dr. Gamoran seems to agree with this in 
principle but not with the way I went about to 
bring Ellen and Santa Claus together. So when 
he said he should like to have my column some 
day to discuss the proper religious education 
of Ellen and other Jewish children, I said all 
right, take it. 

This is the day and this is Dr. Gamoran’s 
column which he calls “Plain Talk to Alfred 
Segal:” 

I like little Ellen and, because I do, I am in- 
dulging myself in some plain talk to her grand- 
father. 

Ellen asked you who is Santa Claus. It 
would have been quite sufficient if you had ex- 
plained who Santa Claus is and what group he 
is related to. However, you told Ellen that 
Santa Claus is related to her. ... (“If you are a 
good girl he will give you some nice toys”) .. . 
Furthermore, you went on to tell her, “You 
hang up your stockings (I presume not on 
Chanukah) and he comes down the chimney and 
fills it with candy and other nice things”. In 
addition you made sure that nice things were 
given the child in the name of Santa Claus. 

Now I know it is very difficult to dissociate 
one’s self, particularly in the presence of a 
three-year old, from what is called the Christ- 
mas spirit, nor is there need to do so. It is pos- 
sible for intelligent people to take the attitude 
expressed in your column, namely that “we 
have a very good religion, but other people have 
a very good religion, too.” 

But it is possible to take such an intelligent 
attitude to the religion of our neighbors without 
pretending that their religion is ours, or that 
their folkways and customs are ours. 

I think I know why you brought Santa Claus 
into Elien’s life. You did it because, like a 
great many Jewish parents, you felt you were 
depriving your granddaughter of something 
“beautiful” which she should have. 

Now it is possible to grant that the religion 
of our neighbors has beauty in it, without draw- 
ing the conclusion that it is our duty as Jews 
to transmit that particular beauty to our chil- 
dren. We have a religion of our own. It is, 
thank God, not bereft of beauty. I am certain 
from your own article you are well aware of 
this. 

Chanukah with the kindling of lights every 
evening, with the singing of songs, with the 
chanting of the blessings, with the giving of 
gifts also has elements of beauty. And what is 


true of Chanukah is true of all the other Jewish 
holidays. 

I am at one with you in your desire to de- 
velop a religious education that will give all 
human beings a decent respect for the religion 
of their neighbors. But all respect must be 
preceded by self-respect, and the tragedy of the 
Jewish group is that so many of us lose our 
dignity in our desire to curry favor with our 
neighbors. 

“But,” you will say to me, "why make a 
little child feel she is different from. others?” 
The answer is two-fold: First, for the sake of 
her own integrity of character. A person must 
know himself to be what he is. There is no 
worse example of character corrosion than the 
individual who tries to represent himself to be 
something he is not, or not to be something that 
he is. 

There is a second reason, from the American 
point of view: The chief virtue of America is 
that it is a great democracy, composed of many 
religious groups of many people. Each group is 
to transmit its heritage to its young. The whole 
will result in the enrichment of American life. 
For the sake of American democracy, as well as 
for the sake of Judaism, Ellen must be given 
her own heritage. 

And while she is given her own religion and 
her own culture, she will, if this is done by in- 
telligent parents and teachers, learn that there 
are other religions and other cultures, and that 
there is good in all of them. A good place to 
begin Ellen’s Jewish education is with the con- 
crete opportunities which the Sabbath and the 
Jewish holidays offer for a child’s happiness. 

It may seem strange to you that I connect 
this with Ellen’s happiness. But I think you 
will agree that it is a matter of her happiness 
whether she will, as she grows older, think of 
her people and of her faith belonging to her as 
a normal thing, if not as a privilege, or whether 
she will think of them as a misfortune, as so 
many Jews do. 

Some Jewish leaders, even in our commu- 
nity, reflect feelings of inferiority in relation to 
their people and faith. How did these feelings 
develop? Not, certainly, by their parents giving 
them an intensive Jewish education in school 
and at home. Rather by pointing to other fields 
and saying that they are greener while neglect- 
ing their own. 

Let Ellen learn to know our own ideals, our 
own values, the beauty of our literature, the 
nobility of our history, the dignity of our peo- 
ple’s struggle for survival, while holding to the 
great ideals of one God, one human brotherhood, 
and their corrolaries—justice, righteousness and 
peace among men.

Thanks to Dr. Gamoran. Thanks for his 
sparing me the effort of writing my own this 
week. Thanks to him for his illuminating piece 
in which one can’t find much to quarrel with, 
even one who believes htat such people as good 
Santa Claus and the gentle St. Francis can 
consort congenially with our own messianic 
Elijah in a Jewish child’s heart. St. Francis was 
the one who called even the birds his brothers.)

ists, gave of their money freely 
to the cause of the painter, Adolf 
Hitler. But while they were cry- 
ing, “It can’t happen here,” came 
the deluge, they were stripped 
of their honor, their positions 
and their money ... yes, even 
of their lives. 


The flame swept Europe. Na- 
tions were swallowed whole and 
wherever the Hitler’s hordes 
touched their blades, there re- 
mained only the memory of the 
Jews who lived there. Did the 
Jews of America learn théir les- 


son? Did they, as wise men 
should, profit by experience? It 
is to laugh, but instead, we must 
weep for the stupidity of a peo- 
ple who have inherited such a 


wonderful heritage yet fail to 
make use of that heritage. 


Today, in these United States, 
the country I love beyond all 
else in this world, anti-Semitism 
is swiftly being fanned into a 
flame which will be greater after 
the. war than it was before the 
war. Thanks to the -perfect prop- 
aganda machine of Adolph Sch- 
ickelgruber, alias Hitler, Amer- 


icans are being fed a diet of an- 
ti-Jewish hatred. Problems are 
facing us ... problems which 
must be solved when peace 
comes. The disinherited Jew, the 
disfranchised Jew,' the homeless, 
jobless, penniless Jew must be 
protected and the lot of ALL 
Jews of the world definitely pro- 
tected for all time, if such a 
thing is possible. 


Yet there are Jews, would be 
leaders, if you please, who say, 
and I have heard them say it, 
“Why, the Polish Jew will re- 
turn to Poland, the Czecho-Slo- 
vakian Jew will return to his 
former home, the Holland Jew 
will go back to Holland, so what 
is there to worry about?” AND 
THE MAN WHO SPEAKS

events are shaping themselves

The Jew may actually be- 
come once again a nomad...a 
wandering Jew and fair prey for 
all other peoples. 

Knowing that in Unity there 
is strength does the B’nai Brith 
say to the Jewish Congress, the 
Jewish Committee, the Zionist 
organization and the many other 
Jewish organizations in this 
country, “Come, let us get to- 
gether into ONE SIMPLE. OR- 
GANIZATION OF JEWS. With 
our membership of 100,000 Jews 
we. can truly help in banding 
all our people together. Your 
purpose is such and so, our pur- 
pose is so and so but we are all 
anxious to help the Jew. So, 
what say, let us forget petty 
jealousies, petty differences, and 
get together?” 

Is such a statement made? 
Pardon me while I pick up my 
teeth and laugh? Why? because 
each organization wants to be 
the leader. The B’nai B’rith is the 
only organization which is whol- 
ly RIGHT. The Jewish Congress, 
however, holds to that belief for 
itself, and this applies to all of 
our organizations. Each group is 
jealous of each other. And while 
the various groups fight among 
themselves, the strength and the 
ability to serve our people, the 
ammunition to fight off the at- 
tack of another “King Titus” is 
being dissipated. 

While these leaders cry for 
JUSTICE, for themselves, they 
will not do justice by others. 
They forget the old legal and 
equitable maxim, “HE WHO 
SEEKS EQUITY MUST DO EQ- 
UITY.” Oh, I know, Tl! be criti- 
cized, ostracized, and castigated 
by many who will be affronted 
by these words, for the truth does 
sting and many, who can’t take 
it, cry out in anger when hurt 
by the truth. 

The Committee for A Jewish 
Army is putting up a magnifi- 
cent battle for a cause that is 
just and equitable. True leaders 
of the Christian faith are help- 
ing this committee to carry their 
banner. But a few rabbis, as- 
similationists, afraid of their 
shadow, fearful to stand out in 
the fore and bravely say, “We 
are Jews and proud of it... 
proud to live as Jews and proud 
to die as Jews,” cry out against 
the movement and scurry away 
like rabbits from a shadow. The 
Zionists have a splendid cause, 
a belief in the ultimate fulfill- 
ment of a beautiful dream, but 
they are fought, tooth and nail 
by Jews of the “It-Can’t-Happen- 
Here-Type.” The “Sha-Sha” Jew 
is here, there and everywhere, 
and they fail to see the ridicule 
and scorn that is heaped upon 
his head by the very people 
whose favor he would curry, for 
our American Christian neigh- 
bors and friends love a fighter 
and one who is not afraid to 
give voice to his principles. They 
despise a coward. 


So, my fellow Jews, here’s 
your mirror. Look into it. And 
remember—there are none so 
blind as will not see, nor so deaf 
as will not hear.

Let there be no Phar- 
isees, Sadducees) and Essenees. 

Remember that if death and de- 

struction is to be the lot of the 

Jew in America YOU will not

Let us be men. Let us take up 
the cudgel of defense and of. 
fense. Our government is behind 
us. Our Christian friends are 
with us. Our brothers and sis- 
ters in the war-stricken areas. 
of Europe are looking to us for 


help. Let us not fail to give 
it to them. 
We, citizens of this glorious 


land need no Palestine nor a og 
Jewish Army but our brethren 
in Europe do. It is for us to Be 
give them both. And let there 5 
be not one among you to say 6) 
“Nay” to the plea of the help- q 
less. a 

In conclusion I cannot too & 
strongly join those who are of 
the same belief to urge our Jew- . 
ish organizations to GET TO- 
GETHER. It would be wise at 
this time to heed the words of 
a very brilliant Man, as quoted 
in the Book of Matthew, “... 
a people divided among them- 
selves cannot long endure. Every : 
kingdom divided against. itself a 
is brought to desolation; and 
every city or house divided 
against itself shall not stand.” 

Or, as Benjamin Franklin put 
it, “Together we stand, divided 
we fall.” WHICH SHALL IT 
BE? Only we Jews can answer 
that question.
